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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it does not reflect the method of 
invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. Note: a method for forming/producing is 
claimed. 



3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, there is no antecedent basis for "said bearing part" (claim 3 also) and "the 
vicinity". 

In claim 2, line 5, the term "t" is not understood. Clarification is required. 

In claim 2, the phrase "from circular form" and "a cylindricity and a surface roughness 
effective as a rolling raceway surface" is not understood. Clarification is required. 

In claim 2 "or needle roller bearing" is confusing because in the preamble the invention is 
directed to only forming "a cylindrical bearing". Correction/clarification is required.

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicant's 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). AAPA teaches, on page 2 of the specification, improving a retained 
austenite amount of a surface layer by about 30% (which appears within the claimed range as 
claimed) in combination with heat treatment. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 3 is allowed.
